If a hitch comes in the proceedings 
now it will be due, in the opinion of 
Washington statesmen, to the refusal 
of Canada to open the boundary ques- 
tion independently of the fisheries and 
lumber question.

Even our great losses in the 
war that has been forced upon us have 
brought in their train one — or 
infinite and importan:e. Their 
war has enabled the British empire to 
find itself, and has shown to all whom 
it may concern that if ever again we 
have, as in the past, to fight for our 
very existence against the world in 
arms, we will be supported by the sons 
of Britain in every quarter of the 


“How can I,” said Mr. Chamberlain. 
“be made responsible for what Lord 
Grey has called ‘filthy lies,’ and what 
Lord Rosebery described as ‘vile, in- 
famous faisehoods,” which have been 
disseminated in foreign countries with- 
out a syllable of protest, without the 
slightest interference by response 
authorities?

SMALLPOX IN LONDON. 
NINE HUNDRED CASES. 

‘RY DINECT WIRE TO THE 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] The present outbreak of small 
pox in London seems very serious in 
spite of the efficient means of arrest- 
ing the disease, and sanitary precau- 
tions. Figures show no sign of a de- 
crease. Since May of last year 2273 
cases have been certified, and thirty- 
two fresh patients were taken to the 
hospital yesterday. The number now 
being treated at the institutions of the 
Metropilitan Asylum’s Board is 878. 

The public Health Commissioner of 
the Common Council has made an 
urgent appeal to all citizens to be vac- 
cinated. The medical er of the 
county of London declares that there 
are reasons for believing thai a greater 
prevalence of the dieease is to be ex- 
pected for some time. He compares 
the recurrence of smalipox epidemics 
to great waves. There wag one in 
1838 and another in 1871. He argues 
that another is now due, which will 
probably become general throughout 
the world, as did previous demics. 

Patients in London are not treated 
in tal bulidings. but in a num- 
ber of hospital ships fifteen miles down 
the Thames, or in ehelters erected in 
unfrequented districts on the banks of 
the river. Houses are rigorously in- 
spected, and where infection has been 
found they are thoroughly fumigated, 
and when a @isensed person is re- 
moved, other inmates are quarantined. 
In spite of all this there has been 
giadual and steady spread of smallpox 
since May.

IRISH LEADERS PREPARING FOR 
FIERCE ASSAULT. 


(bY MMRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) In the political world another 
attack on England is preparing. It is 
more than possible that the Parla- 
mentary session, which opens next 
week, will be ridden by the Irish ques 
tion as never since the days of Par- 
nell. 

Signs are multiplying of a combined 
outbreak in the House of Commons, 
and in Ireland itself. While the Na- 
tionalisat members seek to block Im- 
perial business their followers will pre- 
cipitate agrarian agitation and boy- 
cotting. hold seditious meetings. and 
refuse to pay rents. There is evidence 
already of partial success of the pur- 
pose to forse the government's hand, 
and compel a resort to coercion. E- 
ery prosecution by the government 
means added funds and recruits for 
the United Irish League. With Na- 
tionalist factions reunited under the 
league, with a Parliamentary fund of 
$50,000. mainly raised in America, and 
with 1200 active chapters of the league 
— Irish are at last ready for a real 

t. 

John Redmond, who was chosen 
leader, as a supposedly indolent but 
imposing figurehead, has surprised the 
English and Irish alike by his devel- 
opment of @lertness, industry and ca- 
packy. In the last session of Partia- 
ment, although many Irish members 
absented themselves, the huge govern- 
ment majority was reduced on 
several occasions to forty. Red- 
mond hopes by throwing his 
eighty votes suddenly in oppost- 
tion on some unparty question, such 
as a telphone dispute, to obliterate the 
government majority.

Import Duty Upon Wheat Likely to 
Be One of the New Sources of Reve- 
sue—Increase of Sugar Tax Regarded 
as Certain. 


‘RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES! 

LONDON, Jan. 11.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] It is becoming daily more evi- 
dent that the governments financial 
preposals in the coming session, which 
opens next week, will be of a sensa- 
tional character. Orthodox free-trade 
lines will be departed from, and the 
bulk of money required to cover the de- 
ficit caused by the war may be ob- 
tained from indirect taxation. The gov- 
ernment's best friends, the liquor mak- 
ers and liquor sellers, will not be fur- 
ther vexed by higher duties, and their 
well-to-do supporters are to be relieved 
of anxiety in the matter of the Income 
tax, which will not be increased be- 
yond the present high figure. Ali this 
is made clear from official and semi- 
official utterances of the last few weeks. 
It is clear, also, that the public mind 
is being prepared for something in the 
nature of protective duties. 

One Radical member of Parliament 
has just declared himself in favor of 
an import duty of 2 shillings per quar- 
ter upon wheat, and the most eminent 
of Liberal economists and statisticians, 
Sir Robert Giffen, a man whom Glad 
stone often consulted on fiscal matters, 
has also pronounced for the same duty, 
which until today has been regarded by 
all LAberals es a thing accursed. With 
such encouragement, how is it possible 
for the Tory Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer to resist the temptation of 
obtaining millions from this long-neg- 
jected source of revenue? Sugar had 
until last year been regarded by Liéb- 
eral financiers as little less sacred than 
wheat, but the duty imposed last year 
has been easily collected; has yielded 
well and not apparently hurt anybody. 
Therefore it will be retained, and in 
all probability doubled. An import 
duty on canned goods is practically 
settied, and a tax on petroleum is un- 
der consideration. Money must be 
raised, and Sir Michael Micks-Beach is 
not afraid of offending either individ- 
un la, trade or corporations in hie search 
for new sources of revenue. 

The Liberals, as a party, will fight 
any proposals for grain taxation, but 
that fact is not a prospect which 
need cause serious alarm to the pres- 
ent government. 

One thing which the ministers have 
cause to fear is the general indigna- 
tion caused by the agreement of the 
government with the telephone com- 
pany. Strong opposition to its ratifi- 
cation by Parliament. has been organ- 
ized. There will be a stiff fight, and 
desertions from the ministerial camp, 
but the government will doubtless sur- 
mount even this obstacle. ’ 

The sugar people have not the least 
doubt that the Chancellor of Ex- 
chequer has his eye upon them once 
more, and they are vigorously pre- 
paring for the worst. During last 
month 560,000 bags and 125,000 cases of 
sugar were imported, which is about 
50 per cent. beyond the monthty-rver- 
age, while during the first week of this 
month 225,000 bags and cases arrived in 
London. Almost equal increases are 
reported from Hull, Liverpool and 
other importing points. In fact, a vast 
gamble is now in progress in sugar, 
the chief gamesters being German 
bankers, who have been accustomed to 
finance the Germay beet-sugar indus- 
try. 

Sir Michael Hicks Beach is well 
aware of what is going on, and has 
Goubticses already decided what steps 
to take to prevent these enormous 
quantities of sugar from escaping the 
payment of duty. The House of Com- 
mons has full power to make new or 
increased duties retrospective,

A MODERN FOSSIL. 

A remarkable specimen was recently 
sent to the Denver office of Mines and 
Minerale by Clarence Tailleur of Day- 
ton, Nev., who says in regard to it: 
“Tt was taken from the Sutro tunnel, 
and the specimens hang from the tim- 
bers even where there is good air. 
These specimens are found directly un- 
der Virginia City. When it wae in the 
tunnel it was of a yellowish color, but 
it goon blanched pure white on ex- 
posure.” Prof, Lakes, western editor of 
Mines and Minerals, reports that upon 
examination the specimen proves to be 
externally a pure white mass of hy- 
Grated or opaline silica or so-called 
gyeerite, which, on breaking, shows a 
giassy yellowish interior like rock 
candy. It i# evidently a perfect re- 
placement of the soft fungus that 
grows on many timbers by silica held 
in solution in the hot atmosphere or 
steam of the lower workings of the 
Comstock. The finest hairs and den- 
dritic moss-like markings of the soft, 
almost impalpable, fungus are faith- 
fully preserved in this modern fossil.

BOUND AND ROBBED. 
— — 
Highwaymen Rob a Man and March 
Him Along for Half a Mile in a 
Naked Condition—Big Round-up of 
Hobos, 


SAN BERNARDINO, Jan. 11.—[From 
The Times’ Correspondent.) A bold 
robbery is reported to have occurred last 
evening at Declez, a station on the 
Southern Pacific six miles west of Col- 
ton. As the station agent, H. K. 
Treux, was about to close up for the 
night, he was confronted by two men 
and ordered to throw up his hands at 
the point of two revolvers. He was 
bound hand and foot, after which the 
robbers took all the money in his 
clothes and what was left in the office, 
together with some stamps. They left 
without Nberating the agent, who 
finally succeeded in stopping à train 
by turning on the red light. 

Thieves broke into Albert Johnson's 
carriage and implement store on Third 
street, San Bernardino, last evening 
and made away with a harness and 
bridle and several carriage robes. En- 
trance was effected by removing a 
pane of glass from a rear window. 
Officers tracked the thieves for a con- 
siderable distance, and then lost all 
trace of them. The goods stolen are 
valued at about $100. This is the first 
burglary that has been committed in 
the city for some time. 

Frank Schmidt was held up by two 
men just east of Colton and relieved of 
$25. At the point of a revolver he was 
forced to strip off all his clothing and 
was marched along for half a mile stark 
naked. He told his story to the offi- 
cers at Redlands, but no clew to the 
robbers has been found.

Officers have been scouring the vi- 
cinity of Colton, and this morning had 
arrested forty hobos. None of these 
were identified by the Deciez agent, 
and no tangible clew to any of the rob- 
beries has been discovered.

MARINE ENGINEER'S LEAP TO 
SAVE A LIFE.

SAN PEDRO, Jan. 11. [From The 
Times’ Correspondent.}] The life of K. 
8. Burns, first assistant engineer of the 
big lake steamer Meteor, which is now 
discharging at this port, was saved 
Friday afternoon by a quick and dar- 
ing act of Ed. H. Shea. 

The Meteor lay moored by the W. H. 
Perry Lumber Company's dock arid was 
a few feet from the wharf. A ladder 
was placed on the dock and resting 


against the side of the vessel for use 


by those passing between the wharf 
and the steamer deck. 

Burns started to gain the deck of 
the big boat, when he slipped and fell 
down into the water between the great 
hull and the piling. In falling his head 
struck one of the piles and he was ren- 
dered unconscious. After he plunged 
inte the water he came to the surface 
lying fat on his back and floating. His 
lunge retained the air in them and, as 
in his senseless condition he did not 
breathe, the air gave his body suf- 
ficient buoyancy so that it floated. 

The cry of “Man overboard” brought 
a dozen men to the place where Burns 
had fallen, and it was seen that the 
outgoing tide was somewhat rapidly 
bearing him away.

N NO other portion of our great common country is 
1 Nature more eloquent of power and of goodness than 
in California. Here it is a vast volume of grandeur;

ceasing anthems of power. Omnipotence is written upon 
every page. There is no place here to dream of chance;

thoughtful and more anxious for a better knowledge of 
the Infinite Creator than those who read the simple page 
of prose written upon the wide plains of the in- 
less land? 

It does seem that with such a volume as Nature offers 
tor our study in California, a volume punctuated by 
mighty Siérras, with giant waterfalls which seem leap- 
ing from the skies, thundering forever of omnipotent 
power, with vast reaches of mountain-guarded plains, a 
land filled with countiess blossoms, and crowned with 
almost eternal sunshine and unceasing fragrance and 
ealm, should be the land that should give to the world 
the highest type of manhood, the richest treasures of

future, gathering the best materials for the building of 
individual character, for a purer political life, and, a 
statesmanship that shall be as exalted as the mountains 
that guard us on all sides, and as pure as the atmosphere

JANUARY EPOCHS. 

ANUARY is to have a new scientific interest in the 

divisions of the year, since, according to the Popular 

Science Monthly, the leading scientific associations 
of the land have decided to set the month in the calendar 
of their yearly convocations. The movement is asserted 
to have met with popular approval on the part both 
of institutions of learning and of scientific associations, 
and it is expected that all the societies pledged to scien- 
tific study which heretofore have annually assembled in 
midsummer, will arrange to meet in Washington in 
January, 1903. 

It is deemed advisable that at least once in three years 
the leaders of scientific societies from all parts of the 
world should convene for a comparison of notes of their 


progress. 

It is not only in the meeting of these associations, but 
in the sending out of their publications, that a large 
work is quietly accomplished in the education of popular 
thought. 

If one considers the three great engineering works 
urged in the President's message, the Isthmian canal, 
the Pacific cable, and the irrigation of the desert, there 
may be seen projects of scientific interest of world- 
girdling importance. Romance has never equaled the 
drama which will unfold with the irrigation and rec- 
lamation of arid public lands. Beautiful chapters of 
successful home-making will unfold. One of the great 
difficulties of the housing problems of overcrowded 
populations will be solved. 

Phillips Brooks once said: “The most melancholy 
thing about poverty is its approachableness.” There 
will be the right to independence and privacy in the 


wide areas of the desert. 
The study of grains, grasses and fruits is just now 


affording some new lights on the provisions of Provi- 
dence, and is one of the most fascinating chapters of 
rural nature. A vast array of men are watching areas 
of weed distribution and finding among them the friends 
of the soil. The weeds which were supposed to be the 
enemies of men are many of them freighted with potash, 
lime, nitrogen or phosphorus, which, if recognized by 
the struggling farmer, would have made his poor lands 
arable. The hope of the country lies in its well-tilled 
farms and the intelligence of its citizens. 

The marvel story of irrigation will relate how the 
bandits of the fields became the allies of men in the 
provision of the future. + 

Scientific convocations in January wil! hold no terrors 
of climate or transportation along the Pacific Slope. It 
is almost an assured fact that in the near future the 
desert will be adorned by many a palm-shaded oasis. The 
old, slow voyage across the Pacific, exchanged for swift 
steamship passage, can give no more interesting inter- 
national center than that of the Pacific Slope. 

The type of education of most value to a nation is 
rousing a wide discussion at this hour, by reason ot the 
best gifts for the upbuilding of the universities of the 
land. ‘While perhaps there is no need to fear that the 
educated will become too much enlightened, there is 
sympathy with the sentiment which encourages the edu- 
cation of the masses who have to make their way as 
Wage earners, and need the enlightenment of public 
school education. It the ambition of this State to fit 
her sons to help in the practical development of a great 
country, that they may open the trails on many Gelds 


of discovery. 
With the Asiatics at our door, with Siberia partak- 


ing of American products, and the export of ideas to 
the domain of the Czar, with the near prospect 
of that daydream of communication, the Pacific tele- 
graph cable, with the Isthmian canal, a great passage- 
way to the commerce of the world, with all the new in- 
terests which follow American standards in the islands 
of the Pacific, California occupies a unique position. 

The poorest son of the State may win one of the capi- 
tal prizes of the generation. By his rectitude of example 
and sense of obligation to his country he may help to 
determine the dominating forces of the future. The 
humbiest boy of the desert, under the broad conditions 
of that freedom which is obedience te law, may help in 
works for humanity and God, The light of this sunny

Such a steamer was in port while I was in 
Jolo, and less than a day's ride upon it would have 
landed me there. A part of Borneo belongs to the 
Sultan of Sulu, and as the Sultan is now an American 
citizen, his possessions there may be called American, 
although they in reality are the property of the British, 
having been leased by the Sultan to the North Borneo 
Company. 

This company pays somewhere between $5000 and $10,- 
000 a year for them on a perpetual lease. It gets other 
lands through a concession from the Sultan of Brunel, 
the ruler of a native state adjoining its possessions in 
North Borneo, and it has in both leases a principality 
here which might have belonged either to the Germans 
or the United States had we sooner awakened to a greed 
for foreign territory. 

While I was in Jolo I met a young German named 
Shuck, who has a big estate not far from that town. 
He is the only foreigner outside Uncle Sam who owns 


any property on the Island of Jolo, and this estate was 


granted to his father by the Sultan. The elder Shuck 
was a German trader, who imported all sorts of things 
for the old Sultan, the father of the man now on the 
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throne. The old Sultan gave Shuck a commission to sell 
his North Borneo property for bim and Shuck offered it 
to Prince Bismarck. The Germans were not then anx- 
ious after foreign territory. IL believe they had their 
hands full with the French war and other European 
questions. At any rate Bismarck wrote Shuck that Ger- 
many did not want the property. Shuck reported this 
to the Sultan, and the Sultan angrily told him that he 
had not managed the business as well as he should. 
Shuck grew angry in turn and told him he could take 
it back and handle it himself, and the result was that 
that Sultan a year or so later leased the territory to the 
British North Borneo Company for $5000 a year. The 
company gives a similar tribute to the Sultan of Brunet, 
but its total payments of this kind are only a little 
over $10,000 per year. 


British North Borneo. 


For this bagatelle the North Borneo Company has se- 
cured one of the finest pleces of property of the Far 
East. It has a territory about as large as South 
Carolina, or bigger than the Island of Ceylon. It owns 
the tip end of North Borneo, and it has a coast line of 
about eight hundred miles, It has a number of 
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harbors, and especially Sandakan, which is one of the 
best along the Pacific. The harbor is fifteen feet deep 
and five miles wide, with thirteen-rivers running into it. 
It is surrounded by hills and upon these hills Sandakan 
is built. I met a number of men in the Sulu islands who 
had been over there and I have a lot of information as 
to how the town looks today and what the British North 
Borneo Company is doing. 

Sandakan has about 7000 people, of whom half are 
Chinese. There are only a few hundred Buropeans, but 
they have all the institutions of an Asiatic colonial port. 
They have a club, a museum, a scientific society and a rac. 
ing association. There is a fairly good hotel, a news- 
paper and a large number of stores. Most of the Ru- 
ropeans are officers and business men. In 1888 the terri- 
tory was made a British protectorate, but the British 
North Borneo Company still manages it. 


An English Land Trust. 


This company has a capital of $10,000,000, and 80 far 
it has not been profitable as far ag dividends are con- 
cerned. The territory, however, is growing better every 
year, and eventually it will be a fortune for its owners. 
It is a trust, whose industry is developing a kingdom. 
The company does not engage in trade, but it sells and 
leases lands and gets the most of its revenues from poll 
taxes, duties and licenses. In 1884 it had a revenue of 
$82,000 and six years later this had risen to $417,000. 
‘At present the revenue is more than half a million dol- 
lars and about $100,000 is spent annually in salaries. 
The Governor gets $12,000 a year and the men under him 
are well paid. The army consists of a native military 
of 500 men under European officers. 

I have secured a list of planters and trading com- 
panies doing business in North Borneo. There is a 
large number of them and they are engaged in about the 
same businesses that would be profitable in the Philip- 
pines. There are twelve large tobacco estates, forty- 
three coffee and cocoanut estates, three hemp plantations 
and three which raise nothing but pepper and gambier. 
One tobacco estate recently made $115,000 on an outlay of 
$100,000 in one year. A flourishing timber trade has 
been opened up with China and exports are steadily in- 
creasing. In 1899 they amounted to $3,500,000, while the

wine company is leasing a great deal of land on 999- 
year leases, the rent coming in in the way of taxes, and 
constituting a fund which will eventually pay big divi- 
dends. At present there are about 150,000 natives in the 


territory, and these are used to some extent as labor for 


the plantations. | 
In looking over the list of plantations I find os 


Borneo Tobacco Company has 200 acres in tobacco 
that a number of the planters are setting out coffee. 
They use the Liberian plant, which grows luxuriantly 
in that climate and withstands the blight. It is the best 
coffee for the Philippines and should be studied by men 
intending to engage in coffee raising there. 

There is also a large number of cocoanut plantations. 
These take about seven years to come into bearing and 
net on the average about one dollar a tree a year. The 
business is profitable. 
I see that the German Borneo syndicate has set out a 

thousand Para rubber trees, and that other estates are 
setting out rubber plantations. This is a much longer 
proposition. If the Symphonia Elastica is the tree 
meant, it will take twenty-five years before a profitable 
crop of rubber can be gotten. This is the time required

probable that Borneo can do better. 

One Chinese syndicate has set out 200 acres of coffee 
and another has 200 acres in pepper. There are also 
ramie plantations.

The riggers first attack the sails and ropes which show 
any signs of weakness. The tattered canvas is cut and 
torn from its place and falls to the deck below. The 
spars and the vast network of rigging wherein any 
weakness is discovered go the same way. Within » few 
hours at most the towering masts have been laid bare. 
if the work is begun at night, which is usual, by the 
time this rigging has been removed morning has 
dawned and a new gang of men take the place of the 
night shift. The masts now stand entirely stripped, ex- 
cept for the shrouds and backstays. Heavy ropes are 
now spliced securely about the mast and carried to the 
several derricks. At a signal the shrouds are severed 
and the stepping of the mast in the hold of the ship 
is knocked apart. The powerful derricks are set in mo- 
tion and the mast slowly rises in the air, is swung 
clear of the deck, and let fall alongside with a great 
splash. The new stick is next quickly rigged to the 
derrick and swung easily into place. It is scarcely se- 
cured before the riggers again swarm aloft, carrying 
fresh ropes and sails, which are quickly spliced and 
knotted about the stout sticks, and in a wonderfully 
short time the rehabilitated craft is fit for sea service 
again. 

Despite the very general use of steam, the trade of 
ship rigging has remained extremely profitable. Of late 
years there has been an important revival of the sailing 
vessel in the carrying trade. The iron tramp steamship 
is being replaced by the many-masted steel schooners. 
These vessels are the clipper ships of these days. The 
cost and maintenance of the sailing craft is so much 
leas than that of steamships; and by the skillful use of 
currents and trade winds they make such good time that 
they have been found to pay enormous profits. The 
Standard Oil Company, which has the reputation of see 
ing somewhat further than its nose, has recently aban- 
doned its steam tank ships in its Chinese and Asiatic 
service and has replaced them with sailing craft. Mean- 
while the ship rigger is looking forward to the growts 
of our merchant marine with perfect confidence.

CREMATION IN LONDON.

The 
total of 1824 as a record of fifteen years is not financially 
encouraging, but the society does not relax its efforis to 
popularize what it believes to be the most sensible and 
sanitary means of disposing of the dead. In the past 
perhaps the question of expense has hindered the reform 
as much as anything.

Today, in New York and other large seaports, the rig- 
gers are organized, and their union is one of the strong- 
est in the country. They have their laws, handed down 
from the guild of the time whep Drake swept the Span- 
ish Armada from the sea, and founded on the dangers 
which are part and parcel of their work. You will hear 
them talk cheerfully of their benefit society, which sup- 
ports them when they are injured, or about the premium 
of their lodge, which will bury them if they are killed. 
They have to look to themselves for these matters. The 
more cautious of the insurance companies, and this in- 
cludes the accident soci will not insure a rigger at 
any premium. A few of most liberal companies will 
insure him, but charge a rate which is practically pro- 
hibitive. * 

The pay of a first-class rigger is $4 a day of ten hours, 
and double this rate for all overtime. The inexpert rig- 
ger earns from $3 to $3.50 a day, with the same arrange- 
ment for overtime. In the busy season many of these 
riggers will work for fourteen or sixteen hours a day 
continuously and will earn as much as $50 a week. Mast 
of the standard ship rigging firms have a regular staff 
of men, whom they employ year after year. The ranks 
of the riggers, which are constantly depleted by injury 
and death, are recruited mainly from the merchant ma- 
rine. It is easy to find experienced sailors who are nim- 
ble and active, and there are plenty more unemployed 
with a talent for mental mathematics, but the combina- 
tion so necessary for the rigger is very rare. The ex- 
pert rigger must have an eye which can measure dis- 
tances with the accuracy of a three-foot rule. He must 
know the names and use of every last detail of a ship's 
rigging. No other trade, probably, is reached by so long 
and arduous an apprenticeship. Any one who expects to

NEW BALLOON PARK. 


THE ONE OPPOSITE WASHINGTON WILL 
BE THE BEST IN THE WORLD.

| ASHINGTON, Jan. 3, 1902.—The new national 

balloon park which our army is building over 

at Fort Myer, across the Potomac, will be quite 
the most modern post of the kind in the world, when 
the last finishing stroke upon it shall have been added.

The new dragon barn is as large inside as an average 


church. If its floor were waxed, it would be an excellent 
ball room, fit for a large gathering. But in daytime, 
when its great doors are shut, it is dark and gloomy 
within. Just under the roof is hung a concave rack of 
emoothly-planed boards. This serves as a shield, pro- 
tecting the dragon's yellow back from the bolts and cor- 
rugations in the ceiling of the metallic house. When 
the dragon is at home, this house will hold him and an 
ordinary pear-shaped balloon, both blown up to their 
utmost capacity. When the dragon is out, the interior 
space will contain four of the pear balloons inflated. 
Inside the great barn is to be installed every equip- 
ment for filling the monster and his consorts with gas. 
For inflation, hydrogen will be employed. A complete 
plant for its manufacture will be an interesting adjunct 
of the big balloon house. A smaller corrugated iron 
building has already been erected. The gas manu- 
facturing and compressing plant will be installed within 
it later. The hydrogen will be compressed into cylin- 
ders eight feet long, three or four inches in diameter 
and with a contentg of one cubic foot of the gas, very 
highly compressed. Hundreds of these tubes, after hav- 
ing been charged at the new compressing plant, will be 
borne to the balloon house in wagons and connected to 
the main valve of the new kite balloon by rubber pipe.

MARVELOUS MECHANI: M 


MOST WONDERFUL CLOCK IN THE WORLD PRE- 
DICTS TIME AND TIDE FOR YEARS AHEAD. 


[Pittsburgh Gazette:] Uncle Sam has a wonderful 
clock at Washington—the only one of its kind in the 
world. An apparatus something like it can be seen at 
the Kensington Museum in London, but it is crude and 
incomplete beside this clock, which represents the 
thought and effort of nineteen of the best years in a 
man's life. 

The clock resembles the large timepieces that may be 
seen in railroad offices and hotels, and apparently has 
dials not only for the hours, minutes and seconds, but 
for the moon's phases. It also has a labyrinth of cog- 
wheels which fit into each other with admirable nicety, 
and when the handle at the left side of its case is turned 
which winds the clock, it turns the mechanism into an 
automatic astrologer, which can predict not only one 
year, but two, three and five years ahead. 

In the department of the coast and geodetic survey, 
where this clock is located, they call it a tide- predicting 
machine. Day after day an operator keeps turning the 
little handle, causing the hands of the center dial and 
the smaller ones at each side to revolve until they reach 
certain figures which indicate the time and height of 
the tide—not only at one city, but at all the principal 
seaports of the North American coast. Nothing seems 
simpler than the way it does its work, Taking her po- 
sition in front, the operator merely places a Gnger or 
two on the handle, for so delicately is the machine ad- 
justed that a touch will move it. Upon the table under 
her right hand, are sheets of ruled paper containing 
blanks for sets of figures. As the handle moves the four 
hands on the center dial begin to turn also—one pair in 
the opposite direction from the other pair. Looking at 
this dial closely, it will be seen that one set of hands is 
of the same shape as ordinary hands on a timepiece. 
The smaller pair resembles a compass needie, and form 
what is called the “oscillating needle.” The scientists 
term the upper hand the lunar index—in plain language, 
it is the finger that points out the position of the moon 
as calculated by the clockwork, while its partner, the 
solar index, is the “sun finger.” 

The lady at the table watches only the lunar index 
first as it slips around. Nearer and nearer it approaches 
the upper half of the oscillating needle, until the two are 
in the same position. She stops turning the handle and 
jots down the dial figures which are directly opposite. 
This is the time of the high tide at the seaport for which 
the predictions are being made. Glancing at one of the 
corner dials she gets the height of the tide from the 
figures to which its hand points. 

The operator then sets the clock going again, to watch 
until the lunar index has reached a point opposite the 
lower end of the oscillating needle. Her eye notes the 
figure on the dial opposite the solar index and she knows 
this is the time of the low tide, while the height of the 
water is indicated on the opposite gauge. Thus she con- 
tinues hour after hour, merely turning the crank and 
jotting down the figures. Perhaps she will complete a 
month's tidal calculations in a day, and will have a year’s 
predictions tabulated at the end of a week, but during all 
this time she does not have to add or subtract a single 
figure. The clock thinks for her and does as much count- 
ing with its wheels, chain, hands and dials im a day as 
thirty expert computers could do in the same time. 

At.a number of the seaports where the tide rises and 
falls higher and lower than a certain average, it is nec- 
essary to repeat the operation in order to obtain the 
correct predictions. In this case the operator merely 
moves the index arovnd twice instead of once, and then 
makes her records. 

Mariners probably owe as much to William Ferrell as 
to any man in the world, for he it was who invented 
the tide-predicting machine which is entirely depended 
upon by the United States government. He obtained 
data showing the rise and fall at the principal seaports 
every day for a period of nineteen years, what is termed 
by astronomers a lunar cycle. Most of these data were 
secured by tide indicators and gauges. By these figures 
he decided that he could tell the height of the tide on 
certain dates by calculating the average rise and fall 
on certain other dates, taken in connection with the dif- 
ferent phases of the moon. After years of thought and 
labor he completed a tide predictor which not only per- 
forms this work, but also calculates the moon's changes 
automatically. 

As an illustration of its correctness it may be stated 
that predictions made of the high ude on a fixed date 
in Boston harbor have varied but one-tenth of a foot 
from the measurements made on that day by the tidal 
gauge which the government has located in Boston har- 
bor, yet the machine completes tables for seaports some- 
times two years in advance. It has never varied over 
three-tenths of a foot in measurement or over fifteen 
minutes in the time of high and low. tide. 

The tide gauge which verifies the calculations of the 
predicting machine is also very remarkable in its way. 
It requires no human assistance except to wind the 
clockwork daily or weekly, as desired. Upon the roll 
of paper which covers the cylinder a pencil point is con- 
stantly pressing. The holder is fastened to a very fine 
wire which is slackened or tightened by the rise or fall 
of the tide, as its end is fastened in a metal float resting 
upon the surface of the water. The movement of the 
wire forces the pencil point to draw curved lines over 
the paper, so that when the sheet is removed from the 
cylinder these curves show the variations of the tide for 
the period. 

Connected with the tide guage at many points is what 
is called the indicator. This is another clock, so to 
speak, but the dial records the height of the tide instead 
of the minutes and hours. Each figure represents one 
foot and each bar between the figure is six inches. The 
indicators are of two kinds, indoor and outdoor. The 
latter have hands ten to fifteen feet in length, traveling

While, at this time, 
her competition is not yet farmidable, still in some 
goods, such as the cheaper grade of cottons, matches, 
etc., she has driven British and German goods out of the 
markets, as far south as the Straits Settlements.

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NEWS FROM THE STARS. 


REMARKABLE FACTS CONNECTED WITH 
A NEW CELESTIAL VISITANT.

Professor of Astronomy at Princeton University. 


HE first year of the twentieth century will doubt- 
less be notable in the annals of astronomy for the 
remarkable “new” or “temporary” star, which in 


February suddenly flashed out in the constellation of 
Perseus, and for a few hours was the brightest star in 
the heavens, Sirius alone excepted. It was by far the 
most brilliant of all the objects of its kind, a dozen or 
more in number, which have appeared since the days of 
Kepler, 300 years ago. On February 20 it was atterly in- 
visible on photographic plates of the region, where two 
days later it was blazing, having in that interval in- 
creased its brightness at least twenty-five thousand— 
perhaps a hundred thousand fold. 

Like others of its species it faded rapidly at first, but 
later slowly, so that by the first of May it had fallen 
nearly to the limit of unaided vision, and now, at the 
end of the year, is usually still visible with an opera- 
glass. 

We say “usually,” because its brightness is continually 
oscillating, running up and down a magnitude or two, 
alternately increasing and decreasing its light in the 
ratio of two or three to one. At first the oscillations 
seemed to be entirely ſrregular, but In a short time they 
became roughly “periodic,” the intervals between the 
paroxysms of brightness ranging from about a day and 
a half in April to four or five days in the autumn. This 
periodicity and its gradual! léngthening is something 
new in the history of “temporary” stars, and very sug- 
gestive. To some it indicates the slackening volation 
of an unsymmetrical mass, whirling within a resisting 
medium and gradually coming to rest. Others see in it 
the evidence of internal forces gradually waning within 
a body iu a state of geyser-like eruption, the outbursts 
becoming less violent and occurring at longer intervals 
as time goes on. But we must wait for certain explana- 
tion; it has not yet been found. 

The spectroscopic phenomena exhibited during the out- 
burst and gradual decline of the star were beautiful and 
interesting, and in the main much the same as those 
which have been observed in other cases, though not 
without some notable differences. Anything like a dis- 
cussion of them would necessarily be too technical for 
the columns of a newspaper. But it may be mentioned 
as a very remarkable fact that during the first forty- 
eight hours of its appearance, and at the time when it 
bad reached the summit of its brilliance, its spectrum 
was still like that of an ordinary star of the so-called 
“Orion type,” showing only fine dark lines. Twenty-four 
bours later, as the star began to wane, the spectrum 
was entirely transformed, having become substantially 
like that of other less conspicuous temporary stars ob- 
served within the last twenty years, among which “Nova 
Auriga” of 1892 was the most notable, It was a spec 
trum crossed by wide bands, some bright and others 
dark, and in it were specially conspicuous the marking 
that proclaimed the presence ih a State of wild commo- 
tion of glowing hydrogen, helium and calcium vapor—the 

gases which characterize the great, scarlet, flame-like 
clouds that bere and there protrude from the sun and go 
by the unpoetic name of “solar prominences.” After a 
while the lines of helium and calcium faded, and were 
superseded by others, the lines which constitute, so to 
speak, the hearldic bearing of a nebula. The catastrophe, 
whatever it may have been, whether collision or explo- 
sion, has ended as more than once before, in transform- 
ing the star, if star it originally was, into a hebula—a 
cloud-like mass of incoherent dust full of glowing hydro- 
gen, and another unknown gas as yet not found upon 
the earth. 

Hitherfo this transformation of a star into a nebula 
has been recognizable only by the spectroscope, the 
nebula itself being too faint to be seen with any tele-

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If this “new star“ is even as near as our nearest 
knowa neighbor in the stellar universe (the star Alphe 
Centauri) it is 275,000 times as remote as the 
sun—its distance is twenty-five and a half millions of 
millions of miles, and an apparent drift of a minute of 
arc in forty-four days means a velocity of almost a 
thousand miles a second at the very least; and if the 
motion is not perpendicular to our line of vision the 
motion must be swifter still. This is more than a hun- 
dred times as great as the velocity of the earth in her 
orbit (eighteen and a half miles a second,) and far ex- 
ceeds that of the swiftest runaway among the stars 
»known as “1830 Groombridge,” which drifts about seven 
seconds of are in the course of a year, at a rate of some- 
thing less than 200 miles a second. It is not impossible 
perhaps that this “new star” may be much nearer than 
Alpha Centauri, though hardly probable. No one of the 
other “Novae” has been found to be so near, although 
most careful observations have been made to determine 
their parallax. In this case we shall know certainly 
after a few months. If as near as has been assumed it 
will come out distinctly on comparison of the photo- 
graphs make six months apart. But so far no indication 
of such a parallactic motion appears; and as far as pres- 
ent evidence goes it seems likely that the star is many 
times more distant than our Centaurian neighbor, and 
that consequently the estimate of 2000 miles a second 
falls far short of the real speed of the flying cloudiets 
which are rushing away from the center of disturbance. 
Should the distance be found to legs than assumed the 
computed velocity will of curse be correspondingly re- 
duced, and we shall have acquired a new neighbor. 

A different, but unlikely, explanation suggests itself for 
the swift motion observed—that it may be the motion, 
not of a luminous cloud of matter, but of waves of 
luminous disturbance travels along a train of gunpowder. 
But this hardly squares with the observed appearances. 
The only phenomena thus far observed which can be at 
all, even approximately compared with those of Nova 
Persel, are those connected with the development of the 
tails of comets which closely approach the sun. and 
sometimes grow several millions of miles in length with- 
in a single day. 

As to the real nature of these temporary stars opinion 
is divided. The theory most generally accepted is prob. 
ably that the phenomena are due to a comparatively dark 
star rushing through a cloud of nebulous matter. On the 
other hand many see in the outburst only something 
similar, but on an enormously exaggerated scale, to what 
every now and then occurs upon the sun in the so-called 
“Solar Explosions” which give birth to the eruptive 
prominences. But neither theory seems to meet al! the 
conditions.

MEANING OF THE BUTTONS ON THE BACK AND 
THE NICKED LAPEL. 


{London Mail:] The general lack of picturesqueness 
about the present-day male attire is frequently lamented, 
yet how many people are aware that the average man 
carries on his coat at least two historical relics, one of 
which dates back to feudal times? This relic of the 
times of William the Conqueror consists of two buttons 
worn at the back of a mourning frock coat. The but-. 
tons are of course useless for any practical purpose, and, 
inasmuch as they are certainly not decorative, you may 
naturally ask what they are there for. 

Sartorial historians now tell us that these two buttons 
come dowu to us from the sword-bear!ng age, when they 
were placed at the back of the coat for thé purpose of 
supportiag a sword belt, which, together with the sword, 
has long since been discarded, save by military men, the 
sole remaining evidence of its existence being the two 
buttons. Thus, to this day they remain on our coats as 
mute witnesses of the days that are gone.

PLACES WHERE HOUSEHOLD PETS ARE 
ATTENDED BY PHYSICIANS. 


From a Stecial Correspondent. 


EW YORK, Jan. 6.—“The splints must stay on this 
canary's leg for ten days. And it must have a strong 
tonic during its convalescence.” 
The bird doctor laid the patient on its bed of absorbent 
cotton and turned to the next case. 

“Your wings droop badly, tongue heavily coated, some 
fever.” enumerated the specialist as she rapidly diag- 
nosed the patient. “I must have your temperature.” 
The bird, a forlorn parrot, was thereupon wrapped in 
cotton and a medical thermometer was inserted under 
its wing. 

“And this invalid has a badly congested cold. He 
should respond to the treatment by this time.” The 
patient under inspection, a finch, was extended full 
length on a hot water bag, and its head rested on a 
pillow. A thermometer was tucked under its wing. 
“Temperature down to 98. You can get up and move 
about a little today.” The bird physician and surgeon, 
with a formidable-looking equipment of knives, bottles 
and bandages, continued on ber rounds, 

The bird hospital is an amazingly well patronized in- 
stitution. The pet bird population is large, and, as a 
rule, can well afford the luxury of medical attendance.

hospital, conducted by Miss Virginia Pope, there are fre- 
quently as many as 500 patients at a time. Their com- 
plaints vary from slight indisposition and chronic dis- 
eases to fractures demanding instant attention. The 
medical and surgical work is performed by an ex- 
perienced, intelligent and a sympathetic hand. The death 
rate is low. 

The bird hospital, with its 500 patients, comprise sev- 
eral wards; large, light rooms for the convalescents and 
small, darkened apartments for the contagious cases 
and the patients requiring rest and quiet. All about 
the main wards are ranged the private wards in great 
variety. There are large, airy cages with lofty perches, 
and dark boxes with hot water bottles, mattresses, cot- 
ton pillows and warm flannel coverings. Ordinary 
boarders are accommodated here for a fee of 25 cents 
a week. In cases where delicate surgical operations are 
performed or a stubborn disease treated, the doctor's 
bill is comparatively large. Surgical operations fre- 
quently cost $5 or $10. The bird hospital, like many 
other modern institutions, is partly a charity. There are 
free wards or perches for all. No sick or injured bird 
ever applies in vain for admittance. 

The list of ailments as recorded on the blotter at the 
bird hospital is naturally long and varied. Probably no- 
where else in the entire animal kingdom is sickness so 
common as among the familiar household pets. The pet 
canary, for instance, is often tenderly, but seldom intel- 
ligently cared for at home. The commonest complaint 
is a cold. The bird hospital cures a very large per- 
centage of colds. lu ninety-nine cases in the hundred 
the owner of a bird allows the cold to develop into some 
complication far more serious. The delicate throats are 
readily attacked by asthma and inflammation. Euterie 
disease is also very common, and is exceedingly con- 
tagious. Seed-cating birds are especially sensitive to it. 
Pneumonia and consumption result in the final stages. 
The death rate due to phthisis is also large. It is espe- 
cially likely to attack parrots, and is very contagious. It 
is sald that fully 90 per cent. of parrots suffer from 
phthisis more or less seriously. 

There was a time when the only prescription for a sick 
bird wai to “wring its neck.” This heroic measure is 
still a matter of common practice. But there are many 
who take their feathered pets to the bird doctor when 
appears.

‘that when the moon is turned upwards we have fine 
weather after it, but when it is turned downwards, we 
have a wet season; and the reason, I think, is that, when 
it is turned down it holds no water, like a basin, you 
know, and then down it comes. 

Another sign of wet weather is a pale moon; a notion 
to which Shakespeare alludes in “A Midsummer Night's 
Dream,” where he makes Titania say: 

“Therefore the moon, the governess of floods, 

Pale in her anger, washes all the air, 

That rheumatic diseases do abound.” (Act 11, sc. 1.) 

In France they say, “A pale moon in evening or morn- 
ing brings rain.” When, however, it has a red appear- 
ance, it is a sure sign of wind, a notion as old as moon 
worship itself, and alluded to by Virgil in his “First 
Georgic.” 


A clear, bright moon, is always a welcome sight, being 
an omen of fair weather. In summer time the farmer is 


“If the moon show a silver shield, 

Be not afraid to reap your field; 

But if she rises haloed round, 
Soon we'll tread on deluged ground.“ 

When there is a ring around the moon, it is supposed 
to foretell rain, and a proverb has it: 

“The moon with a circle brings water in her beak.” 

The Scotch express this belief in the rhyme: 

“About the moon there is a brugh: 
The weather will be cauld and rough.” 

The term “brugh,” we are told, is the early Teutonic 
for circle. If the hazy circle or halo be wide, and some 
distance from the moon, it is.a sign that the rain will be 
delayed for some time, but if it be close, as it were, ad- 
hering to the dise of the moon, rain will fall in a very 
short time, or as an old proverb says: 

“Far burr, far rain; 
Near burr, near rain.” 

In the eastern counties of England this is rewe gel and 

the farmers make the proverb read. 
“Far burr, near rain; 
Near burr, far rain.” 

Foggy weather in the last quarter of the moon is 
thought to betoken moisture. 

When a planet, or large star, is seen near the moon, 
or, as the sailors say, “a big star is dogging the moon,” 
wild and tempestuous weather will soon set in. A fisher- 
man refused to take out his boat because he said there 
would be a great gale, and when asked how he knew, he 
replied that he had “seen one star ahead of the moon 
towing her, and another astern chasing her.” 

When that part of the moon which is covered with the 
shadow of the earth is seen through it, or as some ex- 
press it, when the old moon appears in. the arms of the 
new one, it is reckoned a sign of fine weather, though 
some evidently think it an omen of bad luck. In an old 
ballad there are the lines: 

“Late, late yestre'en I saw the new moone, 

WI’ the auld moone in her arme: : 
And I fear, I fear, dear master, 
That we will come to harme.“ 

Another old superstition is that “two full moons in a 
calendar month bring on a flood!” It is also a popular 
belief that the new moon—— 
“When early-seen, 
"Tis seldom seen: 
meaning that the rain clouds which are said to follow 
its.early appearance, will obscure it. According to an 
old adage—— 

“In the decay of the moon 

A cloudy morning bodes a fair afternoon.” 
There are numerous other items of weather wisdom 
associated with the moon which are well known. 
Poets have ever felt inspired by the pale moon's rays 
and lovers experience a thrill of emotion as the moon- 
beams fall on the earth and light up the loved one with 
an etherial beauty, for there is a softness and charm 
about moonlight which is full of sentiment, and the soul

TRAVELS OF A STATUE, 


AN ANCIENT WARRIOR OF GAUL TRAVELS ACROSS 
FRANCE BEHIND AN AUTOMOBILE. 


[Buffalo Times:] Bartholdi’s great statue of Ver- 
cingetorix, destined to ornament one of the squares of 
Clermont-Ferrand, but first to be exhibited for a time 
under the central dome of the Grand Palais of the 
Champs Elysees, Paris, has just issued from the casting 
shop. On Tuesday, December 3, a huge motor car con- 
veyed the work to the Grand Palais, and after the closing 
of the Salon de Automobile et du Cycle, it will carry its 
precious burden to the chief town of the Puy de Dome, 
The journey there will occupy some five or six days, 
and the average speed will be from ten to twelve miles 
an hour. 

The work represents Vercingetorix waving his sword, 
reigning in his charger, and cheering his warriors to 
attack the Roman legions. The model already has been 
in existence for thirty years, and the subject has been 
made famous by pictures. It has even appeared on the 
label of a certain mineral water, to the proprietors of 
which it was granted as a trademark. This concession 
was made by the committee in order to augment the 
subscription for the erection of M. Bartholdi’s work on 
the scale originally projected, The statue was intended 
at first to be set up on the Plain of Gergovia, near Cler- 
mont, which was the scene of the last effort of Vercin- 
getorix against the Roman invader. Considerable regret 
has been felt that the statue could not be cast in the 
colossal proportions of the first design, as it would then 
have been a superb pendant to M. Bartholdi’s “Lion of 
Belfort.” But even in the state in which it has been 
finally cast, the work is imposing.

‘A Heroine of the Civil War. 
WRITER in the Woman's Home Companion for 
A January gives the following description of Mother 
Bickerdyke, a celebrated army nurse: : 
But a few days ago there died at Bunker Hill, Kansas, 
at the advanced age of 84 years, the most 
of all the army nurses of the war.

Think of it and imagine one woman, without any au- 
thority, bringing order of the disorder and incompetency, 
and in spite of a lack of facilities caring for these poor 
fellows and in a few days, establishing a hospital that 
could accommodate all! “Where do you get your autbor- 
ity for this work?” asked one of the red-tape physicians. 
“From the Lord God Almighty,” flashed Mother Bicker- 
dyke. “Have you anything that ranks higher than that?” 
That setted him, and he and his kind speedily learned 
who was the real master of the situation, and her oppo-

THE POLISH COLONY. 


WHEN MODJESKA AND SIENKIEWICZ 
WERE CALIFORNIA FARMERS. 


By a Special Contributor, 


ALIFORNIA has been a favorite region for trials 
operative, industrial, socialistic and religious 
colonies, Its gentle climatic conditions, its virgin 
soil, its cheap lands, and its freedom from the conven- 
tionalities of old-settled regions have been principal 
reasons for this. In other years, before the iron horse 
and the steel highway brought the new commonwealth 
in closer relations with the rest of the world, consists 
found California almost ideal for their attempts to carry 
out their ideas toward the betterment of morals, modes 
of living, and economical ways of making and enjoying 
livelihoods. There have been a half-dozen hygienic col- 
onies started during the past fifty years in Ventura, 
Santa Barbara, and San Luis Obispo counties. The 
Bellamy idea of coéperation has been tried a dozen dif- 
ferent ways by New England and Pennsylvania colonists 
in the San Joaquin Valley, while altruistic colonies have 
been started every few years, since the State came into 
the Union, in Central California; and more recently the 
Dunker, Canadian and Theosophist colonies have been 
started in Southern California. 
Among all the attempts at colonization in California 
none was at once so romantic, so beautifully planned

We could 
imagine ourselves living amid perennial sunshine, fruits 
and flowers, and having a good income from our joint 
farm, while we cultivated the arts and lived a dreamy 
poem of a life. We hired an Englishman to translate 
for us many articles and pamphiets that we had ordered 
from the United States for our information. All of us 
followed his work, bit by bit, so absorbed were we in the 
stories. of how blissfully one might live for years and 
years close to nature, amid the fleecy flocks, the songs

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and so pitifully disastrous as the Polish colony at Ana- 
heim twenty-five years ago. All of the Polish colonists 
came from the proudest and most cultured homes in 
ancient Poland, and each colonist was a genius in some 
Seid of culture and mental achievement. In the little 
band of men and women were poet? who have enriched 
their native literature, composers who have aince 
charmed the musical world, two painters whose works 
eel] for small fortunes, and one dramatist who has been 

chosen for special honors at the hands of the Czar 
and The French Academy. 

Foremost among the brilliant people who came to do 
coéperative ranch work and live for evermore by 
idyllic agriculture were Mme. Helena Modjeska, now 
America’s most accomplished actress, and Henryk Sien- 
kiewicz, author of “Quo Vadis,” and a dozen other novels 
of world-wide popularity. 

While other colonies in California have been formed 
to work out the application of some religious idea as 
applied to modern modes of life, or to elucidate by prac- 
tical living some new-fangled idea in economics or, to 
prove by actual demonstration what vegetable foods 
solely would do for the race, the Poles came to Southern 
California solely to live easily, to gain their livelihood 
from their crops and meanwhile to develop art to their 
fullest extent—in other words to dwell under our serene 
skies, close by the ocean shore and always in sight of 
the inspiring mountains, just as the Athenians did in the 
heyday of their arts. In some respects the Polish colony 
is @ven more interesting than the famous Brook Farm 
of Emerson, Thoreau, Hawthorne and Dana in Marsa 
chusetts, in 1841. 

The story of how the Poles came to establish their colony 
under the shadow of the Sierras, a few miles from the 
tossing blues of the Pacific, is very interesting. It was 
recently told by Mr. Sienkiewicz himeelf to a party of 
Americans in London. There was a famous club or 
salon of the genial literary, editorial, histrionic, artis-

Count 
Bozenta and Mme. Modjeska put in the savings of sev- 
eral years, and the younger unmarried men, as Sienkie- 
wicz, contributed all their petty savings. The colony 
rendezvoused at Berlin and sailed from Bremen, reach- 
ing New York in the last days of the Centennial Expo- 
sition at Philadelphia. Probably no more expectant, 
enthusiastic people ever landed at New York. All were 
beaming at having exchanged the political harrass- 
ments of Poland for free America. They were brimful 
of plans for a Garden of Eden in Southern California, 
and were restless to begin life in their codperative col- 
ony. They had a boxful of architectural plans for their 
houses, and a wagon load of newly-bought books on 
agriculture and horticulture. 

“How we laugh about ourselves now at the memory of 
what fond fools we all were then,” said Count Bozenta 
a few months ago. “Why, we were like so many eager, 
dreaming children in a strange land.” 

The Poles visited with fellow countrymen in New 
York and Boston for a few weeks and went down to 
Washington. Through an introduction at the Agricul- 
tural Department by the Russian Minister, they got 
several great bundles of books and pamphiets covering 
every conceivable subject that any farmer from Alaska 
to Key West might wish to know through the centuries.

Alfalfa here yields five tons to the acre per year, and 
is cut five times. Much of this is used on the ranch, but, 
as I judge that there are 100 or more acres in alfalfa 
alone, some of it must be hauled out and sold. The 
nearest town is Manvel (Nevada,) seventy-eight miles 
away, and one of the photos presented herewith shows 
a twelve-animal team loaded and ready for the long pull 
to that place. Baled hay is worth from $20 to $25 per 
ton, while wood of any sort, even cut in four-foot 
lengths for the mines, sells at $20 a cord. 

Fine corn grows here and, while on this subject, I 
might add that I saw some of the finest corn-fed hogs 
I have ever seen right here in the midst of this desert. 
Several big, mild-eyed Jerseys were grazing over the al- 
falfa lot whén I crossed it in company with Mr. White 
to the vineyard I have shown in a photo herewith. 

Apples, pears, peaches, nectarines, plums, apricots, 
figs and all kinds of berries also do well here—especially 
the first two, samples of which tasted as if they had 
come from some old “down-East” orchard. In fact, this 
valley, though some 450 square miles in extent, seems to 
be quite free from frost and is protected from sand- 
storms, such as sweep through the more westerly sections 
of Death Valley, by the Yellow Pine Mountains and 
two other lesser ranges, the Eagle and the Kingston, in 
which latter are found extensive deposits of silver, iron, 
lead, and copper. But the general need of this desert 
section is greater transportation facilities; there are 
whole mountains of most excellent building stone scat- 
tered through the Porphyry range, but nothing can be 
done with it at present. So far both the Clark and the 
Oregon Short Line surveys pass too far south to be of 
much benefit to this immediate section, while from all 
present indications, the California Eastern will run six- 
teen miles north of Manvel and go through the Umber- 
seit Pass, west of the State line, thus opening up an en- 
tirely new portion of the Nevada desert.

But to return to the ranch. Most of the work is done 
by Piute Indians—of whom there is a small settlement 
north of the ranch--under the supervision of one or two 
white men. After years of training about one Indian 
out of ten becomes a good farm hand, the remaining nine 
working for a week and then resting two weeks to spend 
the small amount they have earned. The women folk 
of this small band have, in the past, made many beau- 
tiful baskets, one or two of which I saw. but of late 
years they seem to have degenerated from workers into 
drones, who care little for anything save their tortillas 
and cigarettes. °

Copper in Santa Barbara County. 
HE correspondent of The Times at Santa Maria 
writes as follows: 

A valuable copper lode has been discovered by pros- 
pectors from this valley, in the mountains east of this 
place. Prospecting has been in progress here for 
years, with varying success, but now it is believed that 

a good paying mine has been discovered. 

The mineral property is located on the government 
reserve. In the early days the Indians of this valley 
used to handle copper and gold in large quantities, tak- 
ing it from the mountains bordering the valley; how- 
ever, they kept the whereabouts of the mines a profound 
secret and beyond finding their caves and smelters, the 
white men. have never been able to obtain any clews of 
the lost property. The prospectors now believe they 
have bit the lost mines. The mountains in the neigh- 
borhood of Los Olivos and Santa Ynez show abundant 
signs of copper and gold existing, but the distance from 
the railroad and the wild and rough country makes 
it impracticable for working the croppings, or to put 
in extensive mining machinery. Samples of gold ore 
sent from the San Rafael Mountains have assayed as 
high as ten dollars per ton. Lack of water is also a 


great draw-back to mining in that section.

A Fertile Arizona Valley. 


OLLOWING is from a description of the valley and 
town of Tempe, Ariz., in the Arizona Republican: 

Alfalfa and cattle are the mainstay of the valley. The 
chief source of revenue is derived from the sale of 
beef cattle. Each yeat in early spring large numbers 
of feeders are purchased and brought to the valley 
ranches from the mountain ranges to be fattened for 
market. The rapid, unceasing, luxuriant growth of al- 
falfa enables the farmer to pasture a seemingly impos- 
sible number of cattle upon but a small patch. In 
1901 it is estimated there were from 60,000 to 75,000 cattle 
pastured in the Salt River Valley. 

More fattened cattle, grain and hay are shipped from 
Tempe to market than from any other town in Arizona 
territory. From Kyrene, to the south of Tempe, Phoe- 
nix ſooks for her supply of wood. From that station as 
ya as 100 cars of fuel have been shipped in a single 

The hay crop about Tempe during favorable years is 
remarkable. From three to five crops are always raised, 
with an average of four. During 1901, 1000 cars of hay 
were shipped to different points in the Territory. It is 


estimated that an acre of alfalfa will feed from one and | 


a half to two head of stock. Thirty thousand acres of 
land are irrigated under the Tempe Canal. More water 
for irrigating is to had under this system than any other 
section in Arizona.

For several weeks he has given employ- 
ment to several boys and himself working until mid- 
nights to keep up with his large orders. He makes pen 
wipers, key holders, spoons, napkin rings, ink 
stands, toadstools, and numerous other little 
catchy articles that please the eye and sell quickly. 
There is a hand painted design on every article he 
turns out. Mr. Belcher does this part of the work 
himself, being an expert cartoonist. He has sold hun- 
dreds of dozens of his novelties to the department 
stores in Los Angeles and he receives scolding letters 
from them every few days for more of the articles. The 
Messenger suggests that the Board of Trade confer with 
Mr. Belcher and help him to get established in larger 
quarters that he may engage in the work on an extensive 
scale, because he certainly has planned the foundation 
for what can eventually be made an extensive manu- 
facturing business. It would be a good advertising 
scheme for the board to arrange with Mr. Belcher for 
some novelty typical of Monrovia.

A Match Factory. 


ADERA county is outside the territory included by 

The Times in “Southern California,” but the follow- 
ing, from the Medera Mercury, is of special interest, 
as the factory is said to be the only plant of its kind 
on the coast: 
Maderans will hereafter have the pleasure of using 
matches made at home, for the Pacific Match Company's 
factory has begun operations. It will be a pleasure 
to know that the people can light their fires and cigars 
with matches that are not made by a trust, for the 
product of the Pacific Match Company is made by local 
people. Local capital is invested, and local help em- 
ployed. 
Everything about the factory is 


straight piece of cardboard, Any size can be made. 
The splint machines are on the first floor. 
vert the little blocks into splints the size of the match. 
These splints are put into dryers and thoroughly dried. 
They are then taken to the assembling machines, of 
which there are three.

The dweller in cities sighs for a simpler life in the coun- 
try, with regretful memories of times spent out-o’-doors, 
of long journeys across country from which he returned 
fatigued, but with every sense attuned, with joyous ap- 
petite and unburdened mind. 

He ascribes the presence of Nature in her visible 
forms as the creator of this cure; the relief from the 
pressure of the city; the uplifting influences of fresh air 
and boundless sky as the inspirers of the joy that made 
him “feel young again.” 

It is evident, however, that they were but accessories, 
and that abundant activity in the open air and a sparse 
diet maintained for a few days were the real rejuvena- 
tors. To attain health, therefore, it is not necessary to 
go a distance in order to “kill something,” for the 
means are any time at hand. Long walks and light ex- 
ercises, which may be taken in the early morning or in 
the evening, and the will-power necessary to deny one's 
self at meal times—these will accomplish the desired re- 
sults. The system will cleanse itself, the circulation 
will be quickened, the tired nerves will become relaxed 
and the whole man rested and invigorated. | 


Scientific Sensations. 


— 

HE fourteenth annual meeting of the American 

Physiological Society of the University of Chicago 
developed some sensational papers, according to the 
brief reports that have come over the wires. Prof. 
Jacques Loeb read a paper “On the Prolongation of Life 
of Unfertilized Eggs of the Sea Urchin by Potassium 
Cyanide” which he thinks is a step toward the mystery 
of death. 

Dr. Loeb followed this paper with another, in which he 
stated that experiments in prolonging the existence of 
the lower forms of life lead to the belief that “the life 
of organisms is electro-dynamic in its nature. “He is 
said to have declared that “probab.y food stuffs and 
medicines were not for their individual properties, but 
for the quality of positive or negative atoms of elec- 
tricity which they contain.” 

This may be “important if true,” but it is somewhat 
vague, and it is not probable that the discovery will 
cause any immediate changes of importance in our 
present dietetic rules. 


Sense Rest. 


HIS is the age of rush and worry, especially among 

Americans. Dr. F. L. Oswald, the well-known writer 
on hygienic subjects, has the following article on what 
he calls “Sense rest,“ in Health Culture: 

“In stormy winter nights, when the roar of the break- 
ers booms from afar, coast dwellers often pity the poor 
mariner who is roased from his best sleep to grapple 
with the fury of the elements. 

“Yet sailors, under ordinary circumstances, get about 
six hours’ rest to eight hours of work, and outlive the 
French janitor, who has to leave his bed twenty times 
a night to answer the rap of belated tenants. Nor 
would Jack Tar volunteer to exchange his berth for that 
of the Hindoo fan flopper, who has to cool the brow of 
a slumbering nabob till the morning breeze makes his 
ministrations superfluous. 

“But what should we think of a barbarian refusing his 
servants the blessing of complete rest for one hour in 
the twenty-four? Though, on second thought, we might 
have to moderate the emphasis of our comments, since 
millions of city dwellers, in so-called civilized countries, 
employ servants of that sort the year round. 

“These overworked, ever-worried and never wholly 
resting slaves are their five physical senses. Their 
mental faculty, called common sense, seems to be asleep. 
all right, or they could not expect the most patient 
drudge to dispense with repose altogether and prosper 
under circumstances resembling the predicament of that 
Bagdad vizier, who had murdered his wife in her sleep, 
and who, by order of the Sultan, was imprisoned in a 
constantly-rocking cage, ‘to avenge the angel of slum- 
ber.” 

“The sense of feeling should have the option of a recess 
after dark, but risks to be badgered by a legion of imps, 
gout, rheumatism, throbbing headaches, twitches of colic 
and toothaches, cold feet, fever heat, mechanical fever 
tremors, when the house vibrates in response to the rum- 
ble of a passing freight train. 

“The after-effects of pungent spices plague the sense of 
taste; catarrhs do not protect the olfactory nerves from 
the annoyance of gas fumes and the scent of disin- 
fectants—often worse than the evils they are intended to 
mitigate. 

“The flash of electric radiator pierces the screen of cur- 
tains and closed eyelids; but the ear, most intimately 
connected with the brain, comes in for the main share 
of the never-ending martyrdom. 

“A whispered word will awaken a sleeper more readily 
than the bites of a dozen mosquitoes, and sound slum 
ber is impossible where even the stified cough of a next- 
room neighbor is repeated at half-hour intervals. And 
yet, how many more distracting noises rage around a 
residence in the business streets of a large city all the 
night long! Clattering wagons, bawling peddlers, trol- 
leys howling like bunting dogs, signal bells, signal 
whistles, the snort of switch engines, thrashing around 
for hours together, and audible for miles around, like 
the roar of a riverhorse; whooping drunkards, shouting 
cab drivers, ranting revivalists, and the many-voiced in- 
termezzo of kids and curs. 

“Rest? What people call sleep, under such circum- 
stances, is little better than a trance of a fever fit, a tem - 
porary suspense of distinct consciousness, though an in- 
distinct feeling of discomfort and distress pursues the 
dreamland refugee through all his rambles. The eyes 
are closed, but the retina twitches under the irritation 
of electric darts; the ear merves worry the weary brain 


with repeated alarms. There is no rest; no chance for 


any such thing as refreshing slumber. 

“The ever-booming racket of the noisiest business 
street is, however, hardly worse than the intermittent 
puppy yelps and rooster shrieks that worry the resi- 
dents of the suburbs. Nay, competent judges of noise 
nuisances hold that afflictive sounds are made worse by 
brief pauses, perhaps on the same principle that re- 
peated shocks of electricity are deadlier than a steady 
current of the same voltage. A few miles south of Mon- 
terey, Cal., there is a summer resort, San Fernando do 
la Marina, now also known as Pacific Groves, right op- 
posite a promontory that fronts the immeasurable ocean. 
The breakers that dash against the cliffs roll in uninter- 
rupted from the region of the antipodes, and their crash 
is almost incessant, but was found supportable till some 
fool of an improvement commissioner tried to supple- 
ment an efficient lighthouse by putting up a trumpet 
buoy, an instrument of noise torture bellowing away ev- 
ery time a wave happens to strike the projecting flanges 
of the tube. “The Monterey Bull’ they called the ap- 
paratus that missed its purpose by roaring in all sorte 
of weather (the ¢plash waves of the great ocean being 
almost perpetual at that point.) and a few dollars of 
wasted expenses might have represented the nef result 
of the experiment, but the summer visitors who had en- 
dured the serenades of the breakers, year after year, 
drew the line at that intermittent bull, and one night an 
executive committee of the insomnia victims went out 
in a boat and smashed the preposterous contrivance. 

“A single rooster, as stated in a memorandum of Al- 
bany petitioners, can begin to murder sleep for blocks 
around at 3 Am., just when a summer night gets cool 
and slumber inviting. And neighbors need not be meta- 
physicians to sympathize with that St. Louls worshiper 
of silence who ‘lay awake trying to catch the whisper 
of spirit voices and had to listen to the yowls of a dys- 
peptic bull pup.’ 

“What is the remedy? The hero of ‘Looking Back- 
ward’ describes an underground vault, cool in midsum- 
mer and silent as the grave, and Thomas Carlyle, in his 
Cheyne Row tenement, actually tried to shut out noises 
by building a house within a house—i. e., surrounding 
his study and bedroom with double walls, the interior 
ones hollow and stuffed with cotton waste. But Bel- 
lamy’s cave dweller came near getting buried in his 
artificial cavern, and poor Carlyle, as might have been 
expected, could get no air in summer time, and could not 
open a window without realizing the truth of the report 
that his venomous vixen of a neighbor had procured sev- 
eral additional roosters. 

“Flight to the far-out suburbs is the only expedient, 
and every civilized city should circulate petitions for the

Locomotive engineers should be pledged in their licenses 
to avoid steam whistle signals in cases (about nine out 
of ten) where lantern signals could be made to answer 
the same purpose. Market wagons entering town in the 
small hours of the morning should come mitigated with 
rubber tires, and poultry yards, like powder miils and 
glue factories, should be banished altogether from the 
neighborhood of every incorpgrated city. 

“Anti-puppy laws would be apt to get voted down by 
pug worshipers, but, as in other emergencies of that sort, 
‘self-help remains the blest last court of appeal.’ In the

mastiff, who the next morning was found strutting about 
with a new necktie and a pencil note— Nil desperan- 
dum; on peut silencer Ravage avec un douceur de saus- 
slon — Be of good cheer; Ravage can be silenced with 
a string of bolognas.’ 

“Nor need suburb dwellers despair as long as the 
nolclest fice in North America can be forever silenced 
with a supper of sausages and strychnine. Only remem- 
ber to invoke Nemesis in moonlight nights and to waste 
no money on arsenic. Rough on Rats and other prepara- 
tions of arsenious acid somehow only stimulate the ap- 
petite of an able-bodied cur; they clean him out just 
enough to whet his digestive organism for the next meal; 
but a penny’s worth of strychnine will oblige him to 
take that meal in the kennels of Tartarus. ! 

“And the glare of electric beacons has no business in 
garden suburbs consecrated to rest and peace. Ruffling 
bedroom windows would be buying even the luxury of 
darkness at too high a price, and for that reason, too, 
ideal country homes can be found only on hilltops. The 
horizontal perspective of highland houses ranges above 
the level of the electric advertisement tricks that have 
begun to twinkle in the maze of business streets like 
glowworms in a West Indian jungle, and the beams of 
the moon have been on friendly terms with sleepers ever 
since the days of Endymion. 

“Stilly, moonless nights are not propitious to pro- 
tracted slumber. Open bedroom windows should not ad- 
mit the effluvium of muck heaps—an intolerable barbar~ 
lem anywhere within fifty rods of a dweiling-house— 
nor of festering garbage, too often exposed in open bar- 
rels. 

“Try the experiment of giving the five senses a chance 
for perfect rest now and then, and notice the result in 
the increase of mental vigor, nay, of general physical 
and moral buoyancy, winter or summer. Half the sup- 
posed debilitating effect of warm weather is really due 
to the fact that in midsummer nights all the demons of 
odorous and obstreperous nuisances hold high carnival.

The warblers are all small birds more or less bril-

A familiar 
example of this family is the little gray bird, with a 
dash of yellow on crown, breast and rump, who is so 
plentiful about our orchards just now.

DENVER CLUB BUILDING. 


PLANS FOR HOME OF ONE OF THE MOST PRO- 
GRESSIVE WOMEN’S CLUBS. 


[Denver Post:] The plans for the new Woman's Club 
building are now quite complete and the home for 
which the club members have so long been working is 
to be begun next month. Fisher & Huntington are the 
architects, and the building is to cost about $18,000. The 
architecture is in the modern French renaissance style, 
the style in which all the best and newest work of Paris 
is being done. The building will be entirely of stone and 
the front is to be tooled-face gray sandstone. 

The main entrance is to be a carved arch which leads 
into a tiled vestibule. This vestibule will open into the 
general reception-room, which is to be finished in ma- 
hogany, as will be the tea room just back of it. At each 
end of the reception-room there will be a large open 
The tea room separates the reception-room

from the small auditorium, ball room or lecture room, 
which takes up the entire rear part of the first floor. 
This lecture hall will have a seating capacity of about 
250 people. These three rooms, the reception-room, tea 
room and lecture room, can be thrown together, giving 
a combined floor space of 50x125 feet. There will also 
be for this floor two large committee rooms, musicians‘ 
balcony, kitchen and serving-room. 

The second floor will be reached by two scts of iron 
and mahogany French stairs, which are to go up out of the 
reception hall. The second floor is almost entirely de- 
voted to the large auditorium with the sloping floor. 
This hall will seat 800 people and will be furnished 
with permanent opera chairs. There will be a prosce- 
nium arch with ante-rooms and dressing-rooms at each 
side and a gallery. Special attention has been paid to 
the ventilation of this hall, which will be perfect and it 
is to be lighted from above. On this floor at the front, 
there will be a library, one large committee room and a 
studio for the art class. The ceilings throughout these 
two floors are to be of ornamental plaster. The base- 
ment can be reached through the reception-room and also 
from the outside, It is to contain a large gymnasium 
48x52 feet, dressing rooms and a swimming pool, which 
is to be 50x52 feet. It is to extend out under the side- 
walk to the curb line.

A PIONEER CLOCK STILL BUSY. 


YEARS AGO IT WAS BROUGHT AROUND THE 
HORN BY A ‘49-R. 


{Redding Free Press:] Redding has a clock with a 
history. It has been ticking off the seconds, the minutes 
and the hours for close on to three score years and is 
still doing duty as a reliable timekeeper. It was a won- 
der in its day—it is a wonder still. A Dobrowsky is the 
owner of this ancient timepiece, and each year lends 
value to it in his estimation. 

Nearly sixty years ago the timepiece was manufactured 
in a large clock factory in New York State. For several 
years it conspicuously adorned the window of a Wall- 
street jewelry shop, serving to regulate the watches ot 
the embryo millionaires and others who went out of their 
way to be assured of the correct time. 

In 1849 a California miner who had made a fortune 
was visiting in the Empire State. He saw the timepiece 
and must have it at any price. A trade was made and 
in the fall of the same year it was started on its long 
journey around the Horn on a sailing craft. In due 
season it reached its destination and found its way to @ 
jewelry store in Montgomery street, in San Francisco, 
owned by Sperry & Co. 

For ten years or more it ticked away the hours in its 
new home, until one day in 1861 l. A. Kelley, a jeweler» 
of the old town of Shasta, took a fancy to it while on a, 
Visit to the city and a bargain was struck for its pur- . 
chare. it was removed to Shasta, then the county seat 
and principal town of Shasta county, and occupied a 
conspicuous place in Kelley's store. , 

A few years later Kelley's business was sold to A. 
Dobrowsky, and vith it the elock. It remained in 
Shasta many years, later being taken to Andersen when 
Dobrowsky moved re, and seven years ago was 
brought to Redding, where it has since remained.

Apple Seeds from France, 


In 1885 there died near Oxford, Ohio, a little old 
Frenchman who left France just after the battle of 
Waterloo. He had fought with Napoleon, though but a 
boy of fifteen, as his father had fought with the Em- 
peror before. Broken hearted at his idol’s defeat, D'Arc, 
for that was his name, determined to come to America. 

Gathering together his few belongings, and with a lit- 
tle money given him by his elder brother, he left his 
native land. Before leaving he went to the little apple 
orchard where be had spent many happy hours and 
pulled several apples and placed them in his bag. They 
worked their way to the bottom, where they rotted. 
He made his way to Ohio, where a brother of his 
father lived, and with his money he bought several 
acres of untilled and uncleared land. He had found the 
rotten apples and taken out the seeds and placed them 
in a small silver snuffbox that had belonged to his 
father, intending to plant them some day.

The old Frenchman, in telling the story a few months 
before his death, cried like a baby, even then, at. the 
memories that those simple little seeds had called into 
life again He said he could see the little orchard as if 
he had left it but the day before. 


He determined to plant the twelve seeds around his 
house and try to make another such orchard in Ohio as 
he had left in France, Ten of the seeds had Iife still in 
them, and in a few years, with those ten trees to start 
with, He had the orchard be wished for. It still stands, 
and beneath one of the largest trees the body of the old 
man lies today. . 

In Louisville a number of years ago an old building 
in the center of the city was torn down. It was said to 
hate been bullt by Daniel Boone. The next spring a 
beech sapling sprang up, and at almost the same time 
beside it a columbine vine sent up its shoots. 

For several years they grew together, recalling the 
days when Simon Kenton, Boone, the Wetzel boys, and 
other well known pioneers had hunted the redmen over 
the country.

_ ATE THE HOUSE. 


TERMITES INVADED AN ENGLISH RESIDENCE 
AND LEFT IT A SHELL. 


[Philadelphia North American:] The termite, or 
white ant, stands e for destructiveness. By inlabi- 
tants of both the and West Indies, in fact, of any- 
where between the tropics, it is considered to be the 
greatest plague of those plague-stricken regions. 

Not long ago an English resident of the East Indies 


— rye the thoroughness with which they do theit 
nstantly had 
— the house closed and his neigh: 

. When the house was knocked down, as it was some 
few days thereafter, it was found that almost all the 
woodwork, except a thin external crust of the timbers 
and boards had already been eaten away. The furniture 
had not been unmolested, although in every case the 
outward appearance of the articles was as though they 
had not been touched. 

The termites perforate and eat into wooden buildings, 
utensils and furniture, and if their progress be not stop- 
ped in time they totally destroy them as far as further 
use is concerned. Only metal and glass can escape their 
ravages. 

Their favorite food is wood, and so large a number 
can congregate at one particular spot, and so excellent 
are their tools, that the destruction of a whole apart- 
ment, or, at least, the woodwork of it, is often but the 
work of a single night. 

The remarkable feature of these depredations is that 
the insects never attack the outside of the objects which 
they choose to destroy. 

In the West Indies, these insects pierced the foot of a 
large table, and having in that manner ascended, car- 
ried their arch right across it, and then down, through 
the middie of the opposite foot in the same manner, 
right into the floor. Some valuable papers which were 
on the table at the time were unmolested. 

An engineer one night left his trunk on a table. The 
next morning he found that all his clothes bad been de- 
stroyed by the termites; they must have descended upon 
the house after the trunk had been placed on the table 


smal] pieces that not a bit an inch square could be found. 
Several lead pencils which were in the trunk had the 
lead consumed, and some silver coins had on them a 
number of black specks, which were so corrosive that 
they could not be rubbed off, even with sand. 

The nests of these insects are conical in shape and 
are generally called hills, They are sometimes as high 
as twelve feet, which, considering the size of their mak- 
ers, is extraordinary. 

They are composed of clay, and although hollow, are 
so strong that wild bulls often use them as places from 
which to watch fer the approach of possible enemies. :

A FAIR PROFIT. 


Made in Developing Citrus Lands. 

An instance of what can be done in 
the way of developing the values of 
citrus fruit lands in Southern California 
is given in the case of John B. Brokaw. 

In 1888 while here on a visit he pur- 
chased thirty acres of land mg near 
what is now the town of Hollywood, 
and adjoining it on the east. He paid 
$250 per acre for the land, which was 
then without water, except such as 
could be procured from wells sunk upon 
the place. The earlier methods of irri- 
wating the tract were from artesian 
wells by the aid of a pumping plant. 
Now by the water system which has 
been developed in the Cahue valley, 
water is conveyed in pipes every 
part of the tract.

DR. CHAPMAN TALKS OF WORK IN 
LOS ANGELES COUNTY. 


Record of Thirty-seven Licenses De- 
of Forty-two Against 
Which Protests Were Filed—Lively 
Times Prophesied. 


“Thirty-seven successes, as against 
only five failures, is the record of our 
work against the saloon in Los An- 
geles county last year,” said Dr. E. . 
Chapman, the cyclonic Southern Call- 
fornia superintendent of the Anti-Sa- 
loon League, yesterday. 

He was very happy over this resu!t, 
and talked enthusiastically of the 
work. He also took occasion to score 
severely the much-talked of social 
clubs. 

“The meanest kind of saloons we 
have to encounter in Los Angeles,” 
said Dr. Chapman, “are these s0- 
called social clubs. I cannot express 


myself too strongly concerning them. | 


They are the curse of an accursed 
trale, and should be supressed with- 
out parieying. They are traps more 
dangerous to young men than are the 
gilded saloons that flash their lights 
across our sidewalks. I think even 
legalized rum sellers must have a ha- 
tred for them, and they surely ought 
not be tolerated by other people. 

“Our work in Los Angeles county 
during the past year has been a mag- 
niflcent success, and has been directed 
entirely toward the suppression of the 
run? traffic outside the city. 

“Out of twenty-eight new licenses 
applied for during the year 1901, but 
two were granted, and twenty-six were 
denied. This comes very near being a 
total victory. 

“I want to call particular attention 
to the determined effort of the saloon 
to break into Chatsworth Park. Five 
applications were made for that place, 
from January to September, and all 
were denied under protest made by the 
Anti-Saloon League. 

“There is no population there to 
warrant the applications, only the men 
working on the railroad. It was noth- 
ing more than an effort to get in and 
obstruct public improvement. 

“But I regard as our greatest victory 
in the county our success in securing 
the denial of eleven applications for re- 
newal of existing licenses, out of a to- 
tal ef only fourteen, against which pro- 
tests were filed by the league. 

“Prior to this effort, it was not sup- 
posed that the law governing protests, 
applied to applications for renewals. 
All licenses expire in April, and we 
expect to make it lively for a lot more 
of them. We are determined to pre- 
vent renewals whefever possible. 

“If we present a protest, signed by 
twenty-five voters, against the re- 
newal of the license of any saloon, the 
applicant will be compelled to go back 
and get a majority of the voters of the 
district to sign his petition. 

“And We propose to see that they do 
not run in the signatures of dead men, 
as they did last year. Notwithstanding 
disreputable methods used against us. 
we were successful beyond expectation. 
A record of thirty-seven saloons less 
in Los Angeles county is a very grati- 
fying success, I can assure you—and 
it is a record of thirtv-seven successes 
as against only five failures.”

ORANGES MOVED SLOWLY. 

COVINA, Jan. 11.—{From The Times’ 
Resident Correspondent.) The orange 
crop is moved slowly, none of the 
houses outside of the association work- 
ing more than half time.

Along the Coast—Extensive Prepara- 
tions Making to Cope With the Gen- 
eral Uprising Expected. 


(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M) 

WiLLEMSTAD (island of Curacao) 
Jan. 11.—{By Haytien Cable.) Dis- 
patches received here from Caracas, 
Venesuela, announce that a bomb ex- 
ploded Tuesday last before the house 
of Sefior Tello Mendoza, the Minister 
of Finance, and that other bombs were 
exploded in different parts of Caracas. 

The political situation in Venezuela 
is unchanged. The success of the revo- 
lution depends entirely on the result of 
the landing of the adherents of Gen. 
Matos. 

It is reported here that the British 
war vessels have received instructions 
to seize the Venezuelan revolutionary 
steamer Libertador if they meet her 
flying the British flag and bearing her 
original name. 

A steamer said to be the Libertador 
was cruising off this island last Thurs- 
day. She is said to have succeeded in 
landing arms and ammunition all 
along the coast of Venezuela. 

It is further reported that numbers 
of guerrilla bands are moving in the 
Venezuelan States of Falcon and Lara, 
going toward designated points of con- 
centration, and avoiding the govern- 
ment troops. Some British war ves- 
sels are expected at Laguayra tomor- 
row or the day after. 

President Castro's warships the Res- 
taurador, Miranda and Gen. Crespo, 
which were sent in pursuit of the Lib- 
ertador, have been unable to overhaul 
her. They always arrived at some 
place on the coast just after the Liber- 
tador had left it. The Venezuelan fleet 
returned to Laguayra on Tuesday last 
on purpose to coal. 

The Mendoza and Fernandez bands 
of insurgents in Venezuela w still 
without arms when last heard of and 
were bei pursued by the government 
troops. e latter were again sur- 
rounding La Victoria. If the govern- 
ment succeeds in obtaining possession 
of the arms and ammunition landed by 
the Libertador the insurrection will be 
crushed, for during the past fortnight 
the government of President Castro 
has become stronger than ever. Great 
preparations are being made by Cas- 
tro to meet the expected general up- 
rising, and the result is said to be 
very doubtful, although the revolution 
is popular in Venezuela. 

An outbreak has occurred in the 
State of Zamora. 

Traffic on the German railroad was 
resumed yesterday under the condi- 
tions imposed by ti Venezuelan gov- 
ernment, one of them being that the 
manager of the road, Herr Knoch, is 
to leave Venezuela.

Thermometers. 
The longest thermometer in England. 
possibly in the world, is at Harestock, 
near Winchester, at the observatory of 
Col. Knight, who has a series of deep- 
sunk thermometers, the bulb of the 
longest being at a depth of seventy 
feet. Col. Knight is said to be much 
interested in the secular chan of 
temperature of the earth, an be- 
lieves that his earth thermometer 
records will be a valuable legacy to 
posterity. 
It ia stated in Loomis’s “Treatise on 
Meteorology.” that a thermometer has 
been kept for seventy-five years in the 
vaults of the Paris rvatory at a 
depth of ninety-one feet below the 
surface, whose reading has not varied 
halt a degree du that period. An 
important advance & recently been 
made in the investigation of earth 
temperatures by the adoption at the 
Radcliffe Observatory, Oxford, of five 
platinum resistance thermometers, in 
place of the old, -stemmed spirit 
machines.

The perennial “Ramona” if in as 
great demand as ever, and its perusal 
is not confined, as many supose, to 
winter tourists. There are twenty-six 
copies of H. H.'s" Southern California 
story in the lfbrary, more than of any 
other tale, and it is said that at no 
time, winter or summer, is one of the 
coples permitted to rest on the shelves 
‘for more then a few hours. 

There is a constant demand, too, for 
the well-known standard authors, 
Dickens. Thackeray, Scott, Hawthorne, 
Poe, Trollope, Charles Reade and the 
rest, while the writers of a later day, 
Stevenson, Cable, Kipling, Caine and 
others of a bright array ve an en- 
tremely large following. 

A healthy tone among readers is in- 
dicated in the annual report of the 
library, recently submitted by Miss 
Mary Jones, the librarian, which shows 
that there has been a decrease of 10 
per cent. in the circulauon of fiction 
during the past year, while the circu- 
lation of history, biography, essays 
and all other classes show a gratify- 
ing increase. There was a slight in- 
crease in the circulation of juvenile 
fiction, but the most notable growth in 
popularity is that of fliature 
such writers as John Muir, John Bur- 
roughs. Seton-Thompson and others. 
A remarkable call has been made for 
the life and letters of the late Phill 
Brooks, and other books of an uplift- 
ing character have circulated freely. 

Feark that the City Hall walls might 
collapse with the weight of the con- 
stantly Increasing stock of books have 
been ebandoned for the reason that 
while the catalogued books number 
nearly 60,000, about one-third of them 
always are out of the library. It is a 
fact. t that there is shelf-room 
for very few more books and storage 
room for new acquisitions is a matter 
which ts puzzling the library board 
and the librarian. The accom- 
modations for the Die are such that 
the utility of the library is hampered 
8 extent which ts hardly conceiv- 
able.

MILITARY TOPICS. 


Among the more noteworthy items in 
the Prussian army estimates for 1902 is 
a vote of $314, for the pay of the 
personnel of seven new machine-gun 
sections which are to be added to the 
five already existing, and of some addi- 
tional companies of garrison artillery. 

The building of a third river gunboat 
for service in the Far East is provided 
for in the German naval estimates for 
1902. This is in furtherance of the idea 
of frequently patroling, for the protec- 
tion of German trade and commerce, 
the rivers in the interior of China. At 
present only two vessels are available 
for this work. 

Thirty-six instruments, known as 
“Greener’s Killer.” have been o 
by the British War Office for the pain- 
less and noiseless killing of incapaci- 
tated horses. The Church Society for 
the Promotion of Kindness to Animals, 
in England, a year ago petitioned the 
authorities to make use of these instru- 
ments on the battlefleld and elsewhere. 

The British War Office is doing all in 
Its power to encourage the study of 
Chinese in the army. It is considered 
impossible to continue the training of 
regiments like the Chinese regiment of 
infantry unless the English N.C.O.'s 
are able to instruct the men in their 
own tongue. The Secretary of State 


ja for War ie offering rewards as an en- 


couragement to proficiency in the Chi- 
nese language. 

Col. W. W. M. Smith of the British 
army, in a recent lecture on tactics, ex- 
pressed the belief that the “hunting 
man's eve for the country” was all sim- 
ple bosh; it was not to be named with 
the trained soldier's eye.
